Spipet'aloua— (Gr. <rpt, on ; petaton, a 
petal.) Placed, or growing on, the 
petals. 

^uilat'eral— (Lat aquu$, equal; UduSf 
a side. ) Having all the sides equal. 

Esallm 'minous— (Lat. ex, from ; albumen.) 
Without albumen. 

GeaidiM — Qreeai reproductive granules 
found in the medvJlary utyer of 
-Lichens. 
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Hcmiayli Vodito— (Gr. .Hemiet,Mercaiy ; 
Aphrodite, Venus) Partaking of 
both male and female in the same 
individual. 

Ettzapet 'aloidonsHGr. hex, six ; petalon, 
a petal. ) Consisting of six coloured 
parts, like petals. 

Eilum— (Lat. the back of a bean.) The 
scar marking the union of a seed 
with the frnit. 

Imlnioate — (Lat. imbrex, a tile.) Over- 
lapping each other like tiles. 

Indehis 'cent— (Lat. in, not; dehiaco, I 
gape.) Applied to fruits whidti do 
not split open, as the apple. 

Interpet'iolar— (Lat. tnf0r,between ; peti- 
olut, the stalk.) Between leaf-stalks 
of opposite sides. 

laom'eroas — (Gr. i$o$, equal; m«rM, a 
part.) A flower having all its parts 
equal to each other in number. 

Lam'inated— (Lat. lamina, a plate.) An 
arrangement in plates or scales. 

Legu 'minous — (Lat. legumen, pulse.) 
Belonging to the bean tribe, the 
fruit of which is a legume or pod. 

Monopet'alous — (Gr. monoe, single; pe- 
taloHy a petal.) Having petals united 
by their margins. 

Orthot'ropal— (Gr. orthm^ right; trepo, I 
turn.) Applied to the ovule when 
its parts undergo no change of po- 
sition during growth. 

'vary— (Lat. ovum, an egg) The case 
containing the young seeds, and 
ultimately becoming the fruit. 

0'vul»— (Lat. ontm, an egg.) The young 
seed. 

FapQiona'ceoos— (Lat. j^a/H^o, a butter- 
fljr.) Applied to plants of the Legu- 
minous order, as the Pea. 

Fari'etalr-CLat. pariee, a wall.) Applied 
to any organ growing frtim the sides 
or walls of another. 

Pfd'tikft— ^^VpeUa««.\ax\8i^.\ Shield 
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shape ; applied to leaves having the 
stem inserted at or near the middle 
of the under surface. 

Pen'dulous— (Lat. pendeo, I hang.) 
Hanging. 

Fer'ianth — (Gr. peri^ about; anthost a 
flower.) Applied to the calyx and 
corolla of flowers, especially when 
they cannot be easily distingaished 
from each other. 

Pericarp— (Gr. peri, around; carpot, 
the fruit.) The seed-vessel, or shell 
of the fi-uit of plants. 

Flacen'ta— (Gr. plakom, a flat cake.) 
That part of a seed-vessel or fruit 
to which ttie ovules or seeds are 
attached. 

Polypet'alous (Gr. polus, many; petalon, 
a petal.) Having many petals. 

Bad'icle — (Lat. radicula, a httle root.) 
The part of the embryo which be- 
comes the root. 

Bu^ninated — (Lat. rumen, the cud.) Ap- 
plied to the albumen of the seed, 
when it presents a mottled appear- 
ance. 

Ses'sile — ^Lat. gedeo, I sit.) Having no 
stem, or staJk. 

Spor iiles, or Spores— (Lat. ^ora, a seed.) 
The minute organs m flowerless 
plants, analogous to seeds. 

Stig'ma— (Gr. »««o, I prick.) The upper 
extremity of the pistil, or that part 
which receives the pollen. 

Stipiiles — (Lat. gHpula, a stem.) A 
small leaf-like appendage to tlie leaf, 
commonly at the base of the stem. 

Sno'oulent— (Lat. siteeut, juice.) Plants 
having a jui^r and soft stem and 
leaves. 

Su1»eTior^(Lat. above.) Applied to 
the ovaiy when not adherent to the 
calyx; and to the calyx when it is 



adherent to the ovary ; also, to the 
part of a flower nearest the axis or 
growing point. 

Sjm'geneaicms — (Gr. «»«, with; generis, 
production.) Applied to a class of 
plants in which the anthers are 
united, the filaments being mostly 
separate. 

Te^te — (Lat teres, round.) Cylindri- 
cal and tapering. 

Tetradyn'amoos — (Gr. tetra, four ; du- 
namis, strength.) Apphed to plants 
having four long, and two short 
stamens. 

Teteam'erous— (Gr. tetra, four; meros, a 
part.) Consisting of four parts. 

Thallus— (Gr. thallus, a bough.) The 
cellular expansion in cryptogamic 
plants, analogous to fruit 

Tor'oBi (Lat. a bed.) The receptacle, 
or part of the flower on which the 
carpels are seated. 

Triooc'cous — (Gr.frte», three; koikos, a 
berry.) Apphed to a fruit, having 
a capsule with three cells, each 
containing one seed. 

Unisex 'ual— (Lat. units, one; sexus, a 
sex.) Apphed to plants having 
separate male and female flowers. 

Val'vate — (Lat. valvcB, folding doors.) 
Opening by valves; apphed to oesti- 
vation and vernation, when the 
leaves in the flower.bud, or leaf-bud, 
are appUed to each other by their 
margins only. *

Metallic Poibons. 

Arsenic. — Tlie Stomach Pump, Oil and Lime Water, equal parts, 
Charcoal, Magnesia, and Hydrated Peroxide of Iron; Opiates. 

Antimony. — Vomiting to be promoted by tepid Water; any astrin- 
gent infusion of Tea, Oak Bark, Tannin, &c.; afterwards 
Opiates, Warm Bath, and Mustard Poultices. 

Baryta, Salts o£ — Stomach Pump or Emetics, Sulphate of Magnesia 
or Soda. 

Copper. — The White and Yolk of several Eggs, followed imme- 
diately by Milk, or Mucilaginous drinks. 

Lead. — An Emetic of Sulphate of Zinc, or the Stomach Pump ; the 
Sulphate of Soda or Magnesia dissolved in Water. For the 
Carbonate of Lead, the Sulphate of Magnesia should be given 
in Dilute Vinegar. 

Mercury. — Promote vomiting by giving large quantities of fluid 
containing Albumen, the White and Yolk of several Eggs, 
Gluten, or Flour and Water; Demulcent drinks, Opiates, and 
farinaceous diet; Chlorate of Potash to prevent salivation. 

Silver. — Common Salt. 

Zinc. — Milk and Albuminous drinks, as well as strong Tea, or other 
astringent infu^on. 

Narcotic Poisons. 

Opium. — The Stomach Pump must be immediately used, or Emetics 
of Sulphate of Zinc, Mustard, &c., given, the patient at the 
same time being prevented from going to sleep by means of 
cold affusion, walking about, flagellating the legs with a wet 
towel, electro-magnetic shocks, the administration of stimu- 
lants, as strong coflee or green tea, &c. Laxative Enemas 
must be administered if the poison has passed into the bowels. 
The same treatment may be employed in case of poisoning by 

any of the other Narcotics or poisonous Fungi, first administering a 

large quantity of Animal CharcoaL The Extract of Indian Hemp
